ANOTHER BATTLE* 


Fierce Engagement at Singalon. An 


American Doctor ratal y Mar- 


aud mutilated* 


Manila, Feb. 7, 10.30 o'clock—Late 


yesterday General Hale's brigade ad- 
vanced and took the water works at 
Singalon. Four companies of the Ne- 
braska regiment and part of the Utah 
battery met the enemy on the hill half 
a mile out. A sharp engagement oc- 


curred. The Nebraska losses were one 


killed and three wounded. Dr. Young 
was wounded, captured and murdered 
brutally. His body when recovered 
was horribly mutilated. The Filipinos 
were driven back In bad order, carry- 
ing with them the valves, heads, steam 
chest and cylinder of the pumping 
machinery. 


General Overshine'a brigade advanc- 


ed and took Paranaque, capturing two 
field guns. There was no opposition. 
McArthur's division advanced beyond 
Cagalangin without loss, the enemy 
retreating. The strong 
embrasured 


earthworks in sight of Caloocat were 
captured. There was considerable fir- 
ing from the upper windows In the na- 
tive quarters of the city last night. 
The signal corps were compelled to 
run wires along the firing line during 
the fighting. 


Aguinaldo has issued proclamations 


declaring the Americans opened the 
fight.

Manila, Feb. 7, 3.45 p. re.—The Amer- 
i 
leans are now In complete* control of 
the situation within a radius of 9 
miles of the Manila lines extending to 
Malabon on the north to Paranaque on 
the south, fully 25 miles long. While 
the few detached bodies of the enemy 
still offer desultory opposition, the 
main body of the rebels are in full re- 
treat and utterly routed. Of the horde 
of troops originally drawn up in bat- 
tle array against the Americans, fully 
a third are already incapacitated and 
the others are scattered in every 
direction. 
One hundred and sixty 


rebels were buried in one rice field 
Monday and 87 in another place. The 
Americans are working nobly ^to find 
the wounded. The natives are unable 
to understand

prompting the victors to succor the 
wounded enemy.

A THtTCE VIOLATED, 


Agnlnalcto First Declares War and 


Theu Blames tUe Americans 


Tor Outbreak. 


Manila, Feb. 7, 4.20 p. m.—A Filipino 


colonel came out this morning from 
Caloocan under a flag of truce. Several 
American officers promptly went to 
meet him, but when the parties met 
the Filipinos opened fire. The Filipino 
colonel thereupon apologized for the 
barbarous conduct of his troops and 
returned to his lines under fire. 


The American 
troops 
are 
being 


promptly furnished with supplies of all 
kinds. 
Hospital attendance is sup- 


plied up to the firing line, and, in brief, 
all the wants of our troops are met 
immediately by the different military 
departments whose duty it is to attend 
to such matters. Artificer Hays, of 
Company I, of the Colorado regiment, 
discovered .the misine parts of the 
pumping machinery of the water works 
buried in a coal pile at Singalon sta- 
tion. The machinery'will soon be in 
working order again, and the employes 
having promised to return to work this 
evening, it is improbable that a threat- 
ened water famine will occur. Aguin- 
aldo's proclamation of Saturday says: 


"I order and command; First that 


peace and friendly relations with the 
Americans be broken, and that the 
latter be treated as enemies within 
limits prescribed by laws of war. Sec- 


ond, 
that the Americans captured be 


held prisoners of war. Third, that this 
proclamation be comunlcated to the 
consuls and that congress order and 
accord a suspension of the constitu- 
tional guarantee resulting from a 
declaration of war." 


Aguinaldo's proclamation of Monday 


says the outbreak of hostilities was 
"unjustly and unexppctedly provoked 
by the Americans." He refers to his 
manifesto of January 8, publishing the 
alleged grievances of the Filipinos at 
the hands of the army of occupation 
and "constant outrages and taunts 
which have been causing misery to 
Manilans" and refers also to "useless 
conferences" and "the contempt shown 
for 
the 
Filipino government." 
At 


Provinga 
there 
was 
"premeditated 


transgression of justice and liberty." 
The rebel leader also refers to the 
former losses of the Filipinos, but 
says "slavery is bitter" and calls upon 
them "to sacrifice all upon the altar 
of honor and national integrity." 
He 


insists he tried to avoid as far as pos- 
sible an armed conflict, but claims all 
his efforts "were useless before the 
unmeasured pride of 
the American 


representatives," 
whom he charges 


with having treated him as a rebel be- 
cause I defended the interests of my 
country and would not become an In- 
strument to their dastardly intentions," 


Aguinaldo concludes by saying: "Be 
not discouraged. 
Our independence 


was watered freely by the blood of 
martyrs and more will be shed in fu- 
ture to strengthen it 
Remember the 


efforts are not wasted and that -the 
ends will be gained. It to indispensi- 
bie to adjust our actions to the rules 
of law and right and learn to triumph 
over our enemies."

latest pattern. Two Krupp guns and a 
great many rifles have been captured. 
Quite a number of Spanish soldiers are 
in the insurgent service, serving in the 
artillery. Our casualties will probably 


The casualties to the 
1 insurgents were very heavy. We have 


buried some 500 of their dead and hold 
500 prisoners. Their loss in killed,

Williamstown Special Collides 


Another Freight.

The worst railroad accident which 


has occurred on the Fitchburg railroad 
for some time happened on the eastern 
division at West Fitchburg- Sunday 
afternoon. An extra freight train, No. 
154, 
in charge of Conduc-tor Oaks and 


Engineer E. W. Otis, going east from 
Williamstown, ran into the rear end 
of another freight train moving in the 
same direction. 
Several cars were 


more or less damaged, though only two 
were demolished beyond all repair. The 
engine was only slightly damaged. The 
accident was caused by the air pump 
of the engine on the second train fail- 
ing to pump sufficient air to retain the 
train, 1113 tons. The train was moving 
very slowly at the time of the colli- 
sion, the engineer having expected 
the first train ahead, and knowing the 
pump did not work, called for "steady" 
from his. brakemen but a few minutes 
previous to the accident.

Claims the Office- 


MAYOR 
HAD 
NO 
AUTHORITY 


Legal Opinion to the Effect 
That 


Mayor Cacly literally Performed 


the Duties of City Engineer 


and That His Acts Were 


Worthless, 


Edward E. Stewart claims that he is 


the lesal inspector of plumbing and 
this afternoon was prepared to assert 
his right to the office. His method of 
making his claim to the officials at the 
city hall is the filing of his attorney's 
opinion in the matter with City Engi- 
neer Eniigh and formally presenting 
himself to assume the duties of the 
office of inspector of plumbing1. This 
was done this afternoon. 


The claim made by Mr. Stewart may 


result in serious complications at 'the 
city hall. Mr, Stewart is acting under 
the advice of Lawyer Couch and" it is 
claimed that the mayor, acting as city 
engineer ,wheh he deposed Mr. Stewart 
and appointed Mr. Ford, was acting 
without authority; that the mayor did 
not legally hold the office of city engi- 
neer, could not legally perform the 
duties of that office and that all his 
acts as acting city engineer are worth- 
less. It was as acting city engineer 
that Mayor Cady deposed Mr. Stewart 
and appointed Mr. Ford. The claim 
goes farther and says that tne acts of 
Mr. Ford are illegal, that he cannot 
legally draw his pay and that the city 
auditor cannot legally audit his ac- 
count. 


Outside of the legal aspect of the 


affair there is an interesting story of 
the relations of the mayor 
to Mr. 


Stewart 
when he was inspector of 


plumbing. Mr. Stewart says he was 
insulted at times by the mayor and 
that he met with considerable friction 
because he insisted on the enforcement 
of the plumbing provisions. The whole 
matter may be aired and will attract a 
good deal of public attention. 
The 


letter to Mr. Stewart from his counsel 
follows, and gives the legal opinion on 
the mayor's right to hold the office of 
city engineer, considering also the 
position of Mr. Ford: 


' li • Lawyer's Opinion. 


"You 
arc- the only legal ispector of 


plumbing and hold your office not- 
withstanding the assumption of au- 
thority of his honor the mayor to re- 
move you. 


"The attempt of the mayor to re- 


move, as per his letter of January 24, 
arose from ignorance of his authority 
in the premises or from an assumption 
of power not conferred upon him by 
statute or the charter. Any act of the 
mayor claiming to be acting city en- 
gineer is absolutely void, worthless and 
of no effect. Any contract depending 
on his act or certificate as such acting 
city engineer is equally worthless. 


"The appointment of Alexander W. 


Ford to the office of inspector of plumb- 
ing was plainly a usurpation of the 
office and authority of another. Mr. 
Ford can give no legal permits to 
plumbers and any act of his can have 
no legal effect whatever. He can draw 
no salary, the treasurer can legally 
pay him none and the auditor cannot 
legally -*idlt his account. 


"You hold the office of inspector of 


plumbing by reason of your original 
appointment, are responsible to J. H. 
Emigh only as city engineer, not to his 
honor the mayor, either as mayor or 
any title he may arrogate to himself 
for his own purposes." 


The following is the letter by Mr. 


Stewart's counsel to City Engineer 
Emigh. 


Letter to Engineer Eiiiigli. 


"I have advised Mr. Edward C. Stew- 


art that he is still inspector of plumb- 
ing in your department; that Alexan- 
der W. Ford is not such inspector and 
that the act of the mayor as such.or 
as acting city engineer in removing 
the former and appointing the latter 
was the assumption of an authority 
the mayor did not possess, and illegal 
and void. No certificate or permit 
signed by Alexander W. Ford is legal 
and none unless signed by Mr. Edward 
C. Stewart complies with the statute. 
Mr. Edward C. Stewart demands of 
you as city engineer due recognition of 
his rights in the premises and will hold 
you personally responsible for any 
denial of the same." 


The letter of dismissal that Mr. Stew- 


art received from the mayor refers to 
two appointments that Mr. Stewart 
failed to keep. Mr. Stewart says that 
these appointments grew out of the 
mayor telling him that a change was 
going to be made with reference to the 
employment of the inspector of plumb- 
ing and that in the future the inspector 
was to give his whole time to the office. 
At this time, he says, the mayor asked 
for his resignation, saying that the 
office was not one worth Mr. Stewart's 
while to take. Mr. Stewart said that 
he would think the matter over and 
talk with the mayor in a few- days. At 
another time the mayor said "you are 
going to see me soon" and these, Mr. 
Stewart says, are the appointments to 
which the letter refers.

Use of Potatoes. 


Old potatoes should never bo' pared 


before cooking. Tbo most nutritious 
portion of the potato lies immediati ly 
under the skin, and this is generally all 
pared away. A email slice should first 
bo cut from each end This lets the wa- 
ter out, and the potatoes are then put 
into cold wntor and allowed to heat 
slowly. Tin y should boil as slowly as> 
possible until doue. There area variety 
of ways of v aruaiug over cold potatoes, 
and nearly UI good and economical 
Never throw away a cold potato, bet 
cut it in thin slices aud lay it in a bowl, 
with a few slices of onions, a little pep- 
per, salt and vinegar, a teaspoouful of 
oil, and you have a relishing salad for 
lunch. The best way to cook sweet po-' 
tatoes is to chip off a piece of each end 
and roast in the oven. They should 
never ba boiled. They are very nice 
stewed. If any ara left over, they make 
a nice breakfast; dish if sliced length- 
wise and fried on the griddle. 


To Keep Gilt Frames Clean. 


To clean gofd picture frames, boat the 


white cf an egg, add to it a pint of cold 
water. Moisten your frames with this 
mixture, using a sponge; then carefully 
wipe with a soft flannel. Take a sec- 
ond cloth, perfectly dry, and give the 
frames a light rubbing. If the frames 
are not clean aud bright after this treat- 
ment, you had better take them to a 
gilder and have them regilded.—Ladies' 
Home Journal.

Denver Florist Finds Secret For 


Growing Blue Flowers. 


C-025E GBEAGETT'SEXPEEmBHT 


Flr*t Time the Third National Color 


tins Been Seenred For I<anre Bloa- 
•omi—Loan Experimenting May He- 
salt In Failure In Next Bloom, bat 
tUe Primal Idea I* Now Known. 


A Denver florist has succeeded in do- 


ing what for many years hap puzzled 
the botanists and floral experimenters 
of the world. He has brought to light a 
blue carnation. The attemp to get this 
color in the popular flower has been 
made thousands of times and by thou- 
sands of people. This is the first known 
instance where success haa attended the 
effort 


Mr. George Goraghty, in charge of 


the floral department of a Denver firm's 
big store, has a blue carnation. Tho 
flower has faded, but has been carefully 
preserved, and the slips taken from its 
stem are being cultivated in the hot- 
houses on Arizona avenue. Mr. Ger- 
aghty says that his attention to the 
matter was attracted about a year ago, 
when the signs of approaching hostili- 
ties between Uncle Sam and the dons 
•were in strong evidence and when ell 
patriotic citizens were displaying the 
national colors on every possible occa- 
sion. 


There was a great call for red, white 


and blue flowers for table and parlor ' 
decorations. Many of Mr. Geragbty's 
patrons insisted on having carnations, 
and in order to satisfy the demand some 
of- the flowers had to be dyed a blue for 
tho combination of desirable colors. 
This was not only troublesome, but 
death to the blooms, for they were not 
long in wilting. With this idea in bis 
mind Mr. Geraghty set to work. He 
read and studied many works pertain- 
ing to the subject. He perused the re- 
citals of experiments in' a floral way 
and the methods of obtaining variations 
in color. And then he set bis ideas to 
practice in the hotbeds of the floral de- 
partment of the firm. 


For a long time he was without suc- 


2688. Many florists have succeeded in 
securing carnations streaked more or 
less faintly with blue, but had not suc- 
ceeded in bringing a flower of the one 
colcr. On the other hand, with all of 
his grafting, bis transplanting, cut- 
tings and prunings, Mr. Geragbty was 
not able to obtain even the streaked 
bine. His pollen grafting was made 
from all the colors known to the family 
of carnations. 
But for months nothisg 


developed. 


The secret of bis euceess with the 


flower is a secret in truth, for Hr. 
Geraghty says he has only shown it to 
one intimate friend. The gardeners un- 
der him work by his orders and know 
no more about the matter than anv one 
else. He says that he will keep this 
secret, too. until he has satisfied him- 
self by the highest test that his experi- 
ment was successful through all the 
stages of "slips" and chan^rs in pots. 
Mr. Geragbty admits this much—that 
the secret lies in the care and transfer- 
ring of the pollen from one flower to 
another. "There is a great deal of care 
necessary to the propagation of plants," 
eaid he. "In fact, they take about as 
much attention as must be paid to the 
successful breeding of stock. And ona 
cannot be in a hurry, for it takes years 
to perform a good experiment or obtain 
a desired result. 


"Well, to tegin with the beginning, 


the carnation is one of the oldest culti- 
vated flowers, ranging about alongside 
the geranium and the rose. At first the 
name for this flower was a pjnk, from 
its primary color. The changes in the 
coloring were all made by man. The 
pink, as originally formed, 
i an out- 


door plant. When it beca.i; - a double 
pink artificially, it was called a carna- ' 
tion. Now, 13 or 16 stalks can be made 
to rise from the perennial buib or root. 
But that is not the method we use. The 
offshoots or slips from the stalk of a 
mature flower are cut off and placed in 
wet sand. After a time they take root 
and blossom. By means known to good 
florists the pollen is interchanged be- 
tween these matured slips and slips 
taken again from them, until the colors 
can be changed, though the process ia , 
limited, and sometimes the shape of the 
leaf even is changed. 


"When I took charge of this depart- 


ment three years ago I became much 
interested in the history of this science 
of flower growing. So that, when the 
idea of a blue carnation came to me, I 
eimply used my knowledge and my pa- 
tience. The real blue flower which I at 
last succeeded in getting was a surprise 
even to me, for I had failed to get the 
streaked one before, when suddenly one 
slip blossomed out into the prettiest 
imaginable bine carnation. This flower 
was a deep uniform bine in the center 
and a little lighter blue on the edges. 
The leaves were well formed. 


"But I regret to say that I am not 


absolutely sure that I will get the blue 
again in the next clips, which will ; 
bloom in August. -It is a long time to 
wait, bnt nature has to take her course. 
One must be prepared for anything in 
this work, and it may be that nature 
will flip a cog and bring me nothing 
but white carnations in the fall. Bnt I 
am almost positive that the flowers will 
be blue, and a better color than the lone 
specimen on which I base my hopes. If 
this be true, even then I will have bnt 
100 flowers for the first year in tbo new 
century. 


"This Trill be the first flower of the 


blue color-which will be of nse for bou- 
quets or decorations. There are now, of 
course, violets and heliotropes. Bnt the 
latter wilts almost immediately, while 
the former is of the purple order. For- 
getmenots are too small to mis welL" 
•—Rocky Mountain Newa

English people are thoroughly 
practical in the matter of poultry rais- 
ing, and owners of small farms and 
country places are all expert breeders 
of fowls for the market or for laying. 
Crossings which have been made by our 
breeders of late years that have result- 
ed in the fine penciling of many of the 
game breeds seemed to have an especial 
interest for the visitors.

One of them praised very highly the 


skill of the A erican breeder when 
looking over the exhibit of Plymouth 
Eocks, the standard American breed. 
"If you will draw on a feather with a 
pencil just the bars and fine penciling 
you want, I can take you to expert 
breeders who can start in and in a few 
years produce fowls with just those 
markings," said one breeder. This will 
demonstrate to what a fine point the 
science of breeding has been reduced. 
In judging these same Plymouth Rocks, 
and indeed some of the otuers as well, 
the men who are making the awards 
bad to get the birds removed to cages 
where the light did not filter through 
the bunting hanging aloft. Shades of 
coloring determine excellence, and the 
tinting on many a bird was obscured 
by the baffling light. 


In connection with the statement 


that poultry breeders can work such 
seeming wonders with the designs and 
markings of plumage take the Silver 
Wyandottes as a sample. Their general 
black and white plaidlike appearance, 
being caused by a black border to each 
feather, is the result of years of careful 
breeding of dark Brahmas and Ham- 
burgs.—New York Herald.

aboard of the palanquin, the 12 Roma: 
soldiers got hold of the legs of tht 
same, and I shot up in the air.

1 shuddered to think of what woui 
happen to me supposing the 12 Roma. 
soldiers decided to strike for mo: 
wages while they had me in that eleva 
ed position on the palanquin. 


"But the blare of the music and thi 


nowls of the boys in the seats drove 
these ideas out of my head. I stretched 
out as per programme, with my huge 
mace beside me, and tried to look as 
savage as possible—for, you see, I was 
supposed to be a captive Persian prince, 
swiped in one of the eastern raids of 
the victorious Roman army.

"Perley stood right in the middle of 


the bunch. He had got 'em all to take 
a part of the afternoon off just to give 
me a send off on my debut as a circus 
guy; also. Perley had arranged that 
there should be a hitch in the proces- 
sion just as my palanquin hove directly 
in front of the press box. It must have 
been a very serious hitch, for my pal- 
anquin was in front of the press box 
for quite ten minutes. The 12 Roman 
soldiers were given the word to drop the 
palanquin and take a rest.

Howls 
failed them in this, and so they buried 
me under an avalanche of fish horns, 
rattles, whistles and things — little offer- 
ings, they shouted, indicative of their 
esteem and appreciation of my first ap- 
pearance on any sawdust.

after I got my togs off, but Perley did 
not appear to want me to find him. I 
guess he knew that I'd probably have a 
few personally conducted remarks to

Where Paris Excel* London. 


There are some things that the French 


do infinitely better than the English, 
and one of them is the embellishment 
of their capital city. No absolute reason 
exists why London should not be as 
cheerful and beautiful as Paris. The 
difference in climate is small, and it is 
not wholly to the 'advantage of the 
French metropolis. And if money be a 
consideration there is quite as much of 
that commodity in London as in Paris. 
Some statistics, however, which have 
just been published throw an interest- 
ing ray of light on the cost of keeping 
Paris bright and attractive. 


It appears that "the title of Villa Lu- 


miere is not as well earned as one might 
imagine, seeing that there are but 53,- 
460 lanterns, more than half of which 
have but one burner each. The boule- 
vards and avenues are ornamented with 
86,400 trees, which is no mediocre feat 
to accomplish, considering the inhospi- 
table nature of the soil They are to a 
large extent plane trees, which have 
been found more suitable than most 
other kinds. There are, however, no less 
than 14,500 chestnut trees, whereas the 
number of elms is still greater by 100. 


This brotherhood of venerable trees, 


as Wordsworth would have termed the 
scattered forest of Paris, and their 
maintenance costs in round numbers 
$65. 000 a year. There are 8, 300 seats in 
tbe streets and squares which cost th'e 
weary foot passenger nothing, and a 
very large number of supplementary 
chairs which can be aid for a penny. — 
London Telegraph.

Pn»enve» on the Mnieitie Waited 


For Hour* In the Cold While Their 
Effect* Were Minutely Examined. 
Cane of Mr. Lee'a Sock«—-What Col- 
lector BiUwell SOT*. 


The first rual showing of the enforce- 


ment of the letter as well as the spirit 
of that portion of the Dingley act re- 
quiring passengers from Europe to de- 
scribe in writing every article in their 
possession which they purchased abroad 
was^aade recently upon the arrival at 
New York of the White Star liner Ma- 
jestic -^ith *74 cabin passengers aboard. 
She was warped into her berth at the 
White S'tar pier a few minutes before 9 
o'clock the other morning. Fifty-four 
inspectors and 20 appraisers were at the 
dock to meet her. 


i 
In a comparatively short time the 


pier looked like a cross between a junk- 
| shop and a department store. Trunks 


and hand bags were thrown open, and 
inspectors and appraisers overhauled 
the articles in them in what seemed to 
everybody but tbe officials a most un- 
ceremonious manner. It soon appeared 
that the provisions of the law apply 
only to American citizens. This waB 
made apparent when the inspectors came 
to the luggage of Budyard Kipling. 
Mr. Kipling had five trunks and three 
or four satchels and Gladstone bags. 
Mr. Kipling, it seems, had been study- 
ing the provisions of the law coming 
over, and his declaration was most 
elaborate and complete. He wag some- 
what surprised, therefore, when his lug- 
gage was passed without question. 


What was an inconsequential piece 


of business for the foreigners was an- 
noying beyond measure for tbe Ameri- 
cans returning home. The inspectors 
pulled over the contents of the Yankee 
trunks. Anything which an inspector 
thought might be dutiable and which 
was not on the declaration was seized 
and turned over to an appraiser, who 
decided whether it was or was not du- 
tiable. One of the passengers was James 
Lee. 
An examination of one of his 


trunks showed a half dozen pairs of 
socks, which the inspector concluded 
had been bought abroad and which Mr. 
Lee had not included in his declara- 
tion. The passenger was questioned as 
to the socks. Mr. Lee admitted that he 
had bought them on the other side. 


i 
"Well, they are not on the declara- 


tion, '' said the inspector. 
' 
"No, they are not," said Mr. Lee, 


"but that's because I forgot them. If I 
had remembered them at all, I would 
have said I had seven pairs of socks in- 
stead of sis.'' 


"Where's the seventh pairt" asked 


the inspector. 


"I have them on. Would you like to 


look at them?" asked Mr. Lee. 


The inspector said he would have to 


look at them, according to the law. An 
appraiser was called, examined the half 
dozen pairs of socks, and then examined 
the visible portion of the pair Mr. Lee 
wore. At length the appraiser conclud- 
ed that the socks were dutiable and 
fixed the duty. 


A. C. Kauflmann was another passen- 


ger who ran up against the law. The 
inspector found that one of Mr. Kauff- 
mann's trunks contained three handker- 
chiefs and a bolt of white satin ribbon 
which had not been included in the 
declaration. Mr. Kauffmann said he 
bought them in France. The inspector 
called a severe looking appraiser, who 
carefully examined the handkerchiefs 
and the ribbon. Then he asked what 
each cost. He was told, and then he be- 
gan to "figure. Finally he concluded 
that Kauffmann would have to pay a 
duty. This report of the appraiser was 
approved by the deputy surveyor who 
was at the pier in charge of the whole 
business. After the report had been ap- 
proved the deputy found out that the 
articles were worth less than f 3 and 
were not dutiable. 


It was a pretty biting morning on 


the water front, and the teeth of passen- 
gers and officials were chattering long 
before half the luggage had been exam- 
ined. It was not until early afternoon 
that inspectors and appraisers finished 
their work. 


When seen by a reporter the other 


afternoon, CollectorBidwellsaid: "This 
provision of the law, about which ev- 
erybody seems to be finding so much 
fault, was made a part of the Dingley 
act at the request of New York retail 
merchants and the retail merchants of 
other large cities. They asserted that 
for years it had been the practice of 
Americans returning from abroad to 
bring over a lot of stuff for their own 
personal use, beeause they could buy it 
cheaper on the other side than they 
could here. The'retailers insisted that 
this practice took away from them mil- 
lions of dollars every year. They argued 
that there was no more reason why they 
ihould not be protected than that the 
American manufacturers should not be. 
A paragraph was incorporated in the 
ect the substance of which was that 
Americans might buy abroad and bring 
home articles to the amount of $100. If 
they bought any more than that they 
would have to pay the duty on all the 
articles not exempt. The law is on the 
statute books, and we intend to enforce 
It rigidly. Let me add, however, that 
we purpose, in enforcing the law, to 
cause passengers as little inconvenience 
V possible. The business is new yet, 
and our system is not perfected as it 
will be. When all our arrangements are 
completed declaration blanks will be 
Bent to the other side and Americans 
can have all the time during the return- 
Ing voyage to make them out properly. 
When the matter is thoronghly under- 
stood. I do not believe we will have so 
cinch fanlt finding aa we appear to have 
»t present. "—New Tork Sea.

THE DOUBLE PIANO. 


Latest Mnafcal Inntrnment Recently 


Invented by Gnutav Lyon. 


The double piano, recently invented 


by M. Gustav Lyon, is really a tre- 
mendous boon to musicians. Transcrip- 
tions for four hands not being sufficient 
to follow the movement inaugurated by 
Liszt and followed by Saint-Saens, it 
became necessary to think of executing 
the works of these modern composers 
on two pianos. And this had two grave 
inconveniences. It was often difficult 


, to have two pianos in one room. 
| 
M. Gustav Lyon began to work on 


this idea. At first he made hundreds of 
experiments in acoustics to arrive at 
formulae of length, tension and reso- 
nance in strings which would permit 
the strings of two pianos to coexist in 
one single frame; at the same time he 
made experiments on the single Bound- 
ing board. 


! 
The new instrument has two systems 


' of strings disposed over the single 


sounding board exactly like two trian- 


i gles when put together to form a paral- 
' lelogram. The two shorter sides of the 
i parallelogram are occupied by the two 


keyboards, and the performers sit fac- 
ing each other. The two keyboards are 
separated by a distance of 2.45 meters. 
They are independent of each other, 
and each is provided with pedals and 
dampers.—New York Journal

THE PliOPLK'S Bl'S.NKSS, 


The ratification of the peace treaty 


is an endorsement of the administra- 
tion policy with reference to the Philip- 
pines and gives the administration 
power to use its 
beet judgment in 


pacifying and protecting the islands. 
It is claimed that when formalties yet 
remaining between the United States 
and Spain have been completed the 
islands will have been legally annexed 
to the United States. And those in- 
sisting on this interpretation of the 
situation declare that the people of 
this country do not want the Filipinos 
and that the Filipinos do not want us. 
This is so, and then why haggle over 
the empty legal annexation if that has 
been accomplished. It is the business 
of the people of this nation to say 
what shall be the nation's attitude to 
the Filipinos and they will attend to 
that business. They will see to it that 
the administration's policy Is their 
policy . They will no more adopt the 
president's views if his views be op- 
posed to their's than they adopted the 
views of Senator Hoar, presented with 
an ability and force unsurpassed in the 
history of the country. They will at- 
tend to their business, and those who 
predict that that business will not be 
done with justice to the Filipinos and 
v\ith proper regard and respect for 
American institutions and rights sim- 
ply state that the American people 
cannot be trusted ,with their own. Of 
course this business will not be at- 
tended to without faults appearing in 
the transaction of it; but then there 
never was any business done and done 
perfectly. The perfect acts we believe 
\ve see in historry are acts that are 
idealized' for our minds by the distance 
from which we contemplate them, the 
distance obscuring the Imperfections 
and leaving in bolder relief the worthy 
parts. 


As to those who opposed the treaty 


and opposed the administration policy, 
which now has been given the endorse- 
ment of the highest law-making body 
in the land. It is not the business of 
these persons to make themselves 
stumbling blocks to their brethren in 
the majority. They have a right to 
their honest opinions and will continue 
to hold them, but the duty now clear to 
them is a duty of making the best of 
the situation and of doing what they 
can to add to the current of events a 
little of the best that they represent 
without attempting to stop the cur- 
rent's flow. They should understand 
that this current is Infinitely greater 
than they are, that it is an expression 
of national life to which they seem to 
be antagonistic. 
They may have a 


principle that should be introduced in 
this current and they should make 
right endeavor to introduce it, so that 
nothing valuable may be lost and that 
the 'wng stream may carry on with It 
the elements for the maintenance of 
the broadest possible national life. 


The attitude of the men in 
the 


majority to the men in the minority 
should be one recognizing that there 
is more than one view of any question. 
This attitude 
should 
recognize the 


right of the minority to their opinions. 
It should do more than that, it should 
recognize that men like Senator Hoar, 
having certain convictions of right, are 
justified in their minds, because of that 
conviction, in Insisting that their con- 
ceptions be adopted by the nation. Thry 
would not be men of the valuable 
heroic stamp if they failed to be thus 
lisrstent 
No doubt Senator Hoar 


would take upon him the responsibility 
of formulating a national scheme, 
which he would want the nation to 
adopt and observe for all time. 
He 


would not be egotistic or dictatorial in 
this, he would simply be living true to 
his light, which he must be convinced 
is right 


Thus It Is that opposing conceptions 


enter Into conflict, Into a war for the 
survival of the fittest. It may be, and 
it generally happen*, that not only one 
survives. A composite 1* formed ana 
handed to posterity, which composite 
is more truly representative of the 
forces of civilisation and the springs 
of progress than any on* concep- 
tion could possibly be. Ths solution of 
rat'onal problems or any other prob- 
lems If generally the best compromise 
that can be made and the solution of 
this-.Philippine question Is not likely to 
be a* exception to this. 


The antlii have 
made themselves 


prominent by their much speaking, 
and thus have been credited with a 
strength they did not have. Now that 
the treaty is ratified, they should cease 
their declaiming, and fall into line and 
help the United States to establish 
peace and prosperity In the Philippines. 
—Troy Record. 


The Herald remarked some time ago 


that the treaty of peace was bound to 
be ratified, and while there have been 
days of doubt we have never despaired 
of the fulfilment of our prediction. Its 
ratification was desired by the great 
majority of the people, and the popular 
will generally finds a way to have Itself 
duly registered.-Boston Herald. 


It Is '- no sense Impunglng the mo- 


tives of the senators who opposed the 
treaty to say that, In all likelihood, but 
for the tactics which they pursued 
there would have been no assault upon 
our Intrenchments at Manila, and no 
sacrifice of patriotic American lives In 
defense of the star-spangled banner. 
To employ a familiar phrase, the bat- 
tlers against the treaty "meant well, 
but they didn't know."—Boston Globe. 


The treaty has been ratified after 


weeks of anxiety and irritation with 
which the country should not have 
been harassed. The 29 senators re- 
corded against it are the chief Indi- 
vidual gainers by their own defeat, for

The treaty has been 
ratified, despite the playing of partisan 
politics by Senators Gorman and Jones, 
and, notwithstanding a silly sentiment- 
ality about the "consent of the gov- 
erned" and an absurd fear that the 
United States would not do its full duty 
to the Filipinos.—Springfield Union,

Washington. Feb. 7.—The peace treaty 


has at last been ratified by the senate. 


It was an exciting struggle, and the 


battle was won by only a majority of 
one vot». The figures stood 57 for rati- 
fication and 27 against. 


Six members were absent, four Re- 


publicans being paired against two 
Democrats, in accordance with the pro- 
portions of the two-thirds vote neces- 
sary for ratification.

No vote has been taken in the senate 


since that on the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law that has 
been fouowed with as close interest a* 
was the vote of yesterday. The anxiety 
was due not only to the magnitude of 
the question at issue, but also to the un- 
certainty which attended the matter up 
to the last moment. Only the select few 
knew how Senators McEnery of Louis- 
iana and Jones of Nevada would vote 
halt an hour before their votes were cast. 


Many of the vast throng which was 


turned from the gaJleries after the doors 
were closed in response to Senator Davis' 
motion lingered in the corridors, waiting 
eagerly for the first news from inside. 


Within the chamber the interest was 


even more intense. Very few senators 
left the chamber except those engaged 
in the cloak rooms in trying on the one 
side to gain votes for the treaty, and on 
the other to prevent a break in the ranks. 
Senators Aldrich, Lodge and Elkins. who 
have given their especial attention to 
securing the necessary votes to insure 
ratification, were doubtful of the result 
when the secret session began, while 
Senators Gorman and Jones (Ark.), the 
leaders of the opposition, considered 
their forces intact. Half an hour after- 
wards it was learned that Senator Mc- 
Enery had been won over on condition 
that his declaratory resolution should be 
adopted subsequent to the passage of 
the ratification resolution. Then it was 
known that ratification was assured, for 
Senator McLaurin had already an- 
nounced his intention to vote for the 
treaty in view of the condition of affairs 
at Manila. Senator Jones (Nev.) went 
over at the last moment. 


There \\ as no applause when the result 


was announced, but many senators 
heaved a sigh of relief. 


In advance of the voting speeches were 


made by Senators Ross, 
Money anj 


Fairbanks. Senator Stewart, who had 
just arrived from his successful cam- 
paign In Nevada for re-election, an- 
nounced during this period of the seesl/or. 
that in his entire trip across" the con 
tinent he had not encountered one man 
who was opposed to the ratification < 
the treaty. 


Senator Ross read a brief written 


speech announcing hts Intention to sup- 
port the treaty as In the interest of peace. 
He entered somewhat Into the legal ques- 
tions involved, saying that he saw no 
obstacle in the way of ratification from 
that source. 


Senator Money reiterated his opposi- 


tion to the treaty and made a last plea 
for a modification of the agreement. He 
asserted that.ifrf.be friendsiof the treaty 
had agreed to a modifying resolution it 
would have carried assurance of pacific 
intentions on the part of this govern- 
ment; it would have prevented the con- 
flict at Manila. 


Senator Teller Interrupted the Missis- 


sippi senator, and there was a lively ex- 
change of words. . Mr. Teller announced 
his belief that the opposition to the 
treaty were responsible for the Manila 
battle, and Mr. Money declared this view 
to be absurd. 


Mr. Fairbanks spoke at some length. 


He made an appeal for unanimity of ac- 
Hon In order that the country might pre- 
sent a harmonious front to the outside 
world In dealing with so important a 
question. He said that no partisan po- 
.itlcal advantage could possibly be 
Jlaimed by any one in the ratification, 
anithat the senate's solid support would 
tejif vast advantage to the administra- 
tion's crisis. He expressed the view that 
the ratification of the treaty would do 
much to prevent further bloodshed and 
restore quiet at Manila. "Let us," he 
said, "ratify the treaty and then settle 
our differences concerning the question 
of expansion afterwards. Those q'tfes- 
tlons can wait, but the emergency Is too 
great for any postponement whatever of 
the ratification question." 


At 3 o'clock the vice president Inter- 


rupted Senator Money, who was then 
speaking, to announce that the hour had 
srrlved for a vote. But one amendment 
was offered, that prepared by Senator 
Vest, placing the Philippines on the same 
footing as Cuba In the treaty. In the 
temporary absence of Mr. Vest it wae 
presented by Mr. Gorman. 


The voting on this amendment pro- 


ceeded quiet y. and it was soon disposed 
of 
The only vote considered as At all 


significant of a change favorable to the 
treaty was that of Mr. McEnery, who 
voted against the amendment. Sena- 
tors Jones of Nevada, McLaurin and 
Kenney voted for It 


Th« vote was immediately announced 


and pages were sent scurrying through 
the corridors to announce to the few 
senators who were not In their seats that 
the culminating event had arrived. The 
call proceeded quietly until the name of 
Senator McLaurin was announced. HP 
created the first stir by a speech in «c- 
planat.on of his vote for the treaty. 
This was the Initial break in the ranks of 
the opposition. Mr. McLaurin gave as 
the reason (r~r his change of position the 
open hosti.lt'ss In Manila, He said that 
the attack i pon our troops had brought 
about a new condition of affairs. 


This announcement created excitement 


and brought some of the opposition sena* 
tors to his side with remonstrances, but 
he replied that he could not any longer 
•ef his way clear to cast his rote against 
the treaty. Continuing, he eald he was 
not willing to embarrass this govern- 
ment at so critical a Una, If, attar the 
ratification, the administration should 
fall to pursue the proper course towards 
the islands, the fault would be that of 
the government H* referred te tbt 


agreement to pass the McEnery resolu- 
tion as a pledge against expansion. In 
view of this promise, and in the hope 
that ratification would lessen bloodshed 
In the Philippines, he would, he said, 
Tote In the affirmative. 


When he had concluded, Senator Mc- 


Enery congratulated him, saying that he 
bad decided upon the same course. The 
Louisiana senator made no speech, pub- 
licly announcing himself only by his 
vote. 


Mr. Jones of Nevada did not vote on 


the first rollcall. but came from the 
cloak room before the vote was an- 
nounced and by unanimous consent made 
a brief and feel ing speech. He said that 
If he thought the ratification of the treaty 
meant expanston he would not vote for 
It, as he considered a policy of expan- 
sion wouldxprove the ruin of the coun- 
try. The" events in Manila during the 
past two or three days were likely to do 
more to discourage expansion than any- 
thing that had happened, but they had 
produced a crisis which made the ratifi- 
cation of th° treaty necessary. He con- 
sidered It a patriotic duty to vote for the 
treaty. 


On motion of Senator Davis It was then 


ordered that the aye and nay vote be 
made public, and soon afterwards the 
doors were opened and the senate pro- 
ceeded with legislative business, at- 
tempting to pass the McEnery declara- 
tory resolution. 


News of the ratification of the treaty 


reached the White House almost im- 
mediately after the announcement of 
the vote. Postmaster GeneraJ Sanlth 
was with the president and was the first 
to congratulate him. The president ex- 
pressed himself as gratified at the vote. 
Secretaries Gage, Alger and Hay came 
in soon afterwards. 


Within 40 minutes after its ratification, 


General Cox, the secretary of the senate, 
appeared with the treaty Itself, which 
he delivered into the president's hands. 
The cabinet members, as they left the 
White House, were jubilant over the 
ratification of the treaty, 


I 
As to the change in conditions wrought 


1 by the ratification of the ireaty, there is 


a variance or' VSPTF*, and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin a-nd Second Assistant Sec- 
retary Adee of the state department are 
givirtg the matter attention with the idea 
of being able to send' full instructions for 
his future guidance to General Otis rm- 


; mediately. The extreme view on one 
• side is that until the Spanish govern- 


ment ratifies the treaty it Is not of legal 
eflect. Accord4ng to that view, there^ 
fore, the United States government is 
stopped from proceeding beyond the 
American lines at Manila for the time. 
By the other extreme view the United 
States government is free to do just as 
it pjeases in the entire group of Islands 
and will therefore proceed at once to 
complete the military occupation of the 
islands. Perhaps there Is justification 
for this last view in the fact that the 
Filipinos were Spanish subjects nom- 
inally when they broke the terms of the 
protocol and thereby released the United 
States from its observance. The medium 
view, and that which Is likely to be fol- 
lowed, is that General Ot,s is justified in 
dcing anything that Is necessary to pro- 
tect his army and all American and 
foreign Interests In Manila, even though 
this obliges him to assume the offensive 
and to go outsid«"of the old lines In pur- 
suit of the insurgents who may be seek- 
ing to reorganize and recoup from their 
late defeat with an Intention of attack- 
Ing again, or even threatening the Amer- 
icans. 


Secretary Lony said that no additional 


orders had been sent to Admiral Dewey, 
ard he- did not anticipate that any wou d 
be necessary Just now. He had been act- 
ing- on the theory^tbat the president de- 
aired to follow the most liberal policy in 
dealing with the Filipinos, and there wa» 
no reason now to change that policy. 


The Solace started from Norfolk ypg- 


terday afternoon with a supply of am- 
munition and other needed stores for 
Dewey's fleet via the Suez canal, but It 
is not the intention to send further naval 
reinforcements. 


It was learned upon inquiry at the 


navy department that all the American 
troops at Manila have an abundant sup- 
ply of smokeless powder. The regulars 
Jiave the Krag-Jorgensen rifle and about 
6000 of the same weapons are in the 
hands of the volunteers. 


It is no secret now that the authorities 


here were preparing to arrest AgonciUo 
Just as he fled, but probably they are 
not sorry that he got off safely and thus 
re .eved them from the performance of 
a disagreeable task. The conduct of the 
remaining members of the Philippine 
Junta is still under close watch and, 
while the treatment to be accorded them 
has not been determined, it is recognized 
that they are in a precarious position 
legally and can secure immunity only 
oy the exercise of the greatest discretion.

Boston, Feb. 7.—Stirred by the news 


that came from Manila, Representative 
Mtlien of Worcester, In the Massachn- 
se.ts house yesterday, made a strong ef- 
fort to secure6pme immediate action re- 
garding the Philippines, on which sub- 
ject resolutions were Introduced by him 
a month or more ago. The resolutions 
have since been kept out of sight In the 
committee on federal relations. Mr. 
Mellen wanted the house to resolve /t- 
self into a commiittee of the whole to 
consider the matter. He said be had 
been willing to wait a reasonable time 
for action on his resolutions in the rou- 
tine way, out of deference to the asser- 
tions that the resolutions were merely 
for poHtical effect; but in view of the 
news from Manila he felt that he could 
wait no longer without doing what he 
could to get the house to express an 
opinion regarding the Philippine prpb- 
lem. Mr. Mellen tuok occasion to read 
a long address (,• <nug his position against 
the taking of the Philippines by the 
United States, which took half an hour 
in its delivery. 


The motion was debated at length, 


pro and con, but the house by a large 
majority refused to adopt It, the vote 
being 54 to 131. 
The discussion, how- 


ever, gave several members an oppor- 
tunity to deliver speeches, which had, 
evidently, been carefully prepared on 
the main question, whether or not the 
United States should go into the busi- 
ness of colonizing. 
The vote was on

in favor, and two Democrats against '

hurry, worry and manifold vexations 
incident to staging a new play, the pic- 
ture of that pallid little face'on the.pil- 
low, with the tired, tearf al one of my 
wife bending over it, would come be- 
tween me and the stage, and those 
laugh provoking speeches sounded like 
ribald mockeries to my e,ars. How will- 
ingly would I have forfeited even the 
certainty of success to bring the glow 
of health and happiness back- to those 
twj loved faces. 


"On the night of the first perform- 


ance there was no one to respond to the 
calls for the author. I was sitting by 
the bed of my baby, watching her little 
life flicker and go out even at the hour 
when my fame and fortune were born. 
And were they to increase a thousand- 
fold they could never blot out tbe bitter 
memory of that night. It was part of 
the price of success, and it can never be 
all paid on this earth. " 


Holden passed, and there were tears 


in his eyes. 


"Pardon me for paining you, old fel- 


low," he resumed, "but I must talk to 
some one. The little wife never refers 
to our lost darling before me if she can 
help it, for she fears to pain me the 
more, and for the same reason I refrain 
from speaking of it to her.

his schoolteacher. One time, when the 
two were considering his case, tb<? 
schoolteacher, placing one band on his 
head, said, '-Never mind, madam, this 
boy will be attornpy general of the 
United States some day." Tho idea be- 
came firmly rooted in his head, and he 
steadily pursued his end- When he was 
at last attorney general, his ambition 
was satisfied. If he could have had his 
choice of the place in which he was to 
die, it is believed he would have chosen 
the supreme court room. 


Mr. Garland was very fond of prac- 


tical jokes and during his term of serv- 
ice in the senate frequently turned the 
laugh on his colleagues. Senators Vcor- 
hees and Vest, with whom be was very 
friendly, finally determined to turn the 
tables. Mr. Garland had a habit, like 
Voorhees, of munching candy, and Vest 
and Voorhees made it up between them 
to take advantage of his fondness for 
sweets to play their trick. They had 
some tempting looking chocolate cara- 
mels prepared with the interior filled 
with brown soap. These they took to 
the senate chamber, and Voorhees placed 
them on his desk. The lid being off 
•when Mr. Garland sauntered down the 
aisle, he noticed them at once. 


"What have you there, Dan?" he 


inquired. 


Voorhees looked up carelessly from 


his writing and responded: "Caramels. 
Help yourself." 


Garland needed no second invitation, 


and picking up two or three placed one 
in his mouth. Steadily he chewed away, 
his face betraying no sign of the conflict 
within him. This alarmed Voorhees. 
who went to Vest's desk and said: 


"He's eating them, Vest. What shall 


we do? The stuff will kill him, sure." 


Senator Vest replied that it could do 


no more than make him sick. Garland 
ewallowed the stuff, although he was 
foaming at the mouth from the soap- 
suds. He related the incident after- 
ward with great gusto, and said that he 
would ha,ve swallowed it if it had killed 
him. 


Mr. Garland once related how, while 


a member of tbe Confederate senate, be 
and another senator who lived at the 
same- boarding bouse thought they 
would present their landlady with a fine 
fat turkey. 
Having just drawn a 


month's pay. they started to market 
with their pockets bulging with money, 
all Confederate notes. They selected the 
fattest and most tempting turkey they 
could find, and, to their great dismay, 
found, when they came to pay for it, 
that their combined salaries for the 
month were not sufficient to meet tbe 
price of the turkey. They compromised 
by spending their salaries in the pur- 
chase of a drink. Later on, when the 
senate was compelled to take refuge in 
swamps and other places, where it final- 
ly disbanded, Mr. Garland found him- 
self without a penny. In company with 
a fellow senator, they walked to the 
Mississippi river, securing food as best 
they could. They induced a friendly 
negro to row them across the river, and. 
then walked to Little Eock. Mr. Gar- 
land said he was formerly troubled with 
the dyspepsia, but after that walk it 
disappeared and never bothered him 
again. 


The late David Davis, while in the 


senate, was greatly interested in the 
bill for the establishment of the court 
of appeals. He placed tho bill in charge 
of Senator Garland, who was to call it 
up on a certain day. When the time 
came, Senator Allisou had a meaeurefor 
which he desired prompt consideration. 
He approached Mr. Garland and sug- 
gested that he permit him to call up his 
bill first.

LENGTH OF MAN'S LIFE. 


Arguments Claiming That It 


Tends to Grow Longer. 


VIEWS OF DB. W, AINSLIE EOLLI8, 


HE HELPED HIS WIFE 


Chief Ca«*e of the EnfflUh Nation'* ; 


Improved Health Be Find* In the 
Sanitary Improvement* of Modern 
Life—Dr. Althau*' Mean* For Re- 


Natural Decay of Age. 


Encotiragement and comfort will lie 


derived by persons advancing in years 
from some articles printed in a recent 
number of The Lancet, where Dr. W. 
Ainslie Hollis advances arguments for 
the belief that human life is tending to 
grow longer, and Dr. Julius Althans 
suggests means for resisting the natural 
decay of age, while The Lancet itseli 
editorially propounds equally hopeful 
views. 


On one important statistical fact they 


oil agree—namely, that according to 
the records of the British general regis- 
try office "the middle arch of life" has 
been advanced from about 40 years to 
nearly 50 years in half a century. The 
meaning of this is that whereas o£ 
1,000,000 persons born at the same time 
500,000 were dead by the time the rest 
had completed their fortieth year 50 
years ago, the point where the number 
of those who perish is equal to that of 
the survivors is now the forty-ninth 
year; half of us, that is, are now 
mathematically sure* of reaching the 
age of 50, while our grandfathers conhl 
count on the same chance of attaining 
their fortieth year wuly. 


"This means an enormous improve- 


ment in the health of the nation and a 
corresponding delay in the manifesta- 
tions of senility, inasmuch as they 
mainly depend upon various structural 
defects due to unhealthy surroundings," 
says Dr. Hollis. The chief cause of the 
improvement he finds in the improved 
sanitation of modern life, which re- 
moves many obstacles to the normal de- 
velopment of the human body. He 
thinks it probable that a direct relation-, 
ship exists in mammals between the 
'duration of adolescence of a breed and 
its potential longevity and, from the 
known fact that the period of adoles- 
cence can be shortened artificially, with 
the result that the life of the animal is 
shortened, argues that it may likewise 
be lengthened, thereby prolonging the 
animal's natural life. The ascertained 
fact that the usual age of marriage in 
England comes much later than it did 
35 years ago seems to him, therefore, 
a reason for hope that the "middle arch 
of life'' may be advanced still further, 
and that "the expansion of youth may 
be looked for where a green old age is 
common.'' 


The view taken of old age by Dr. 


Althaus is more technical. He tells us: 


"Our mean lifetime is at present 


about 60 years, but the complete cycle 
of physiological life, to which we ought 
to aspire, is a hundred. That so few 
persons reach this consummation is 
owing to bad inheritance, mismanage- 
ment of children, neglect of the sick and 
aged, the large variety of bacterial poi- 
Eons which make constant war upon us, 
improper food, unwholesome dwellings 
and trades, impure air, overcrowding, 
the habitual abuse of drugs and alco- 
holic liquors, overexcitement of the 
nervous system, excessive brain work, 
worry, grief, anxiety and trouble and 
accidents." 
' If such incidents of lifp can be avoid- 
ed, the chances of becomir.g a centena- 
rian should be good. Old age, which seta 
in usually about the sixtieth year, is, 
according to Dr. Althaus, a degenera- 
tion of tbe protoplasm of the nerve cells 
in successive areas of the brain and 
spinal cord. It can be checked, he as- 
serts, by methods of electrotherapy, re- 
sulting, if applied in time, in nutrition 
of the nerve cells and rejuvenescence 
such that the faculties can be retained 
fairly well till the eightieth or the 
ninetieth year. The Lancet, though 
treating Dr. Althaus" hypothesis with 
respect, is somewhat skeptical as to the 
permanent results from his application 
of electricity. It is agreed, however, 
that the average duration of life, in 
England at least, has been materially 
increased within a generation so far as 
regaids the years of work.—New York 
Sun.

The 
Magenta was then ordered to steam 
ahead, which she did, yet within a min- 
ute the Gnstuve Zede's blank torpedo 
struck the warthip below the water 
line."—New York Sun.

His wife, Maria da Glo- 
r'a II, the hereditary ruler of Portugal, 
had on her death left to him the gov- 
ernment of the country until the major- 
ity of Dom Pedro V, the heir to the 
throne. Dom Pedro at rhis time had 
come into his inheritance, and his fa- 
ther, King Ferdinand, at m's'own re- 
quest, had retired from public life. 


Therefore there were no reasons of 


state to interfere with his romance. 
Elise Mensler, however, received his at- 
tentions very discreetly. She was im- 
pressed by his devotion, and when he 
asked her to be his wife she was pre- 
pared to accept him King Ferdinand 
was ready to marry her in the face of 
any protests which his family might 
have to make, but they had none. His 
marriage ^ith an opera singer would 
remove him mole than ever out of po- 
litical life and was accordingly smiled 
upon by the royal family of Portugal. 
During his years of regency King Fer- 
dinand had ruled wisely and well, 
though in the troublous state in which 
Portugal then existed there was always 
danger of a revolution and a change of 
rulers. 


June 10, 1862, Elise Hensler became 


the wife of King Ferdinand. His 
daughter-in-law, Queen Maria da Pia, 
was present at the wedding- and after 
the ceremony kissed the bride. The lat- 
ter had previously been created Count- 
ess of Edla by King Ferdinand's broth- 
er, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, in 
order that her rank might be more in 
accordance with his. Gifts were re- 
ceived from royalty all over the world, 
and so the Cinderella story seemed 
complete. 


The king and his wife spent nearly all 


their time at the chateau of Cintra, one 
of the beautiful royal residences. There 
they led an ideal existence, surrounded 
by all that wealth, luxury and royal hon- 
ors could give. The palace is encircled 
bv magnificent gardens, and these were 
a" special care of the king, for he was 
a great botanist and a lover of rare 
plants. The queen and the royal fam- 
ily of Portugal became greatly attach- 
ed to Ferdinand's wife, while she cai- 
ried herself with a modest dignity 
which many a princess might have imi- 
tated with profit.

Fcr Cuba, Porto Rico and Philippines, 


in Which we Shall Have no En- 


tangling Alliances. Notable 


Monday Club Lecture. 


Dr. John Bascom of Williams col- 


lege addressed the Monday club in the 
parlors of the Wilson house yesterday 
afternoon. 
The club had invited the 


members of the Research club and a 
number of men and women to attend, 
and the parlors were crowded, while 
many sat outside the doors in the hall. 
They were repaid by one of the most 
thoughtful and at the same time in- 
teresting addresses that have been de- 
livered in this city on the great ques- 
tion before Americans just now, the 
relation of the country to its new pos- 
sessions. The address was received 
with frequent applause, and the con- 
| gratulations of all the guests to the 
j Monday club for securing the lecture 


were hearty. 


Dr. Eascom put the question clearly 


before his hearers, answered the many 
arguments that have confused discus- 
sions of it, and stated his position em- 
phatically as in favor of a protectorate 
over Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, that •shall be maintained by the 
United States alone until such time as 
the inhabitants of these islands are 
fitted for good government. 


He began by saying there were two 


sides to the question. There are the 
ultra-irrrperialists and the anti-im- 
perialists. In the course of his address 
he answered the arguments of each, 
saying that he had little sympathy for 
either, and took his position as the only 
logical one, between the two. 


The ultra-imperialists, he said, are 


in the same class with the ultra-im- 
perialists of England. It is a matter 
•of temperament. They are in favor of 
anything that will advance us to, the 
position of one of the lea&lhg nations 
of the world in territorial control. They 
assert their authority for taking all 
that we can because it will be a good 
thing for us, and that what helps us 
helps the world to a nearer approach 
to our civilization. In support of this 
they instance England and her terri- 
torial policy. But while England has 


i accomplished a great deal, England has 


made many grievous errors in its policy 
and its results, which answer the ar- 
gument that the only good is to come 
from following her example. 


Dr. Bascom had as little sympathy 


with the anti-imperialists, whose ar- 
gument he said was weak. Their first 
argumPnt is that the constitution of 
the United States does not warrant the 
taking of more territory. But the con- 
stitution gives all authority to the cen- 
tral government and it has always been 
our policy to interpret the constitution 
on that basis, the basis of the right to 
acquire and add to our territory. 
He 


instanced the Louisana purchase, the 
taking of land from Mexico and the 
purchase of Alaska. In none of these 
cases was the constitutional right of 
the central government questioned. 


Again the anti-imperialists argue 


that it is a violation of the declaration 
of independence. Dr. Bascom showed 
that this declaration was based on the 
radical French instead of the conserva- 
tive English idea, and that the state- 
ment that all men aj-e free and equal 
must be accepted with certain limita- 
tions. He compared it with the in- 
junction "Love thy neighbor as thy- 
self," which if interpreted literally 
would work injustice both to ourselves 
and to our neighbors. There must be 
a difference in the interpretation of 
these priacSp'eg based on the worth 
of those to whom they refer. 


The declaration of independence, he 


sa'd. had never been interpreted lit- 
erally. There were slaves in the coun- 
try when the declaration was made, 
and even today the rights of the black 
men are not respected in the south. 
And when the southern states seceded 
we did rot dare to put the matter to a 
vote under the principle of the consent 
of the governed. 


Then the anti-imperialists make a 


strong arsrirrent of the fact that our 
wards at home are not properly treat- 
ed. But if a man fails to realize the 
full meaning of his responsibility, this 
sense of responsibility can sometimes 
best be awakened by adding to his 
duties until he recognizes "their full 
importance. He cited here the case of 
England, whose sensa of responsibility 
was developed by the increase of terri- 
tory. England's civil service reform 
bes*an with this inspiration of respon- 
sibility. 


Uncffer the circumstances at the be- 


ginning of the war Dewey could not 
do anything else than face the Spanish 
fleet and fight. We were forced into 
it, and it would be both unwise and 
unchristian to back away from the 
duties of that result. 


Here Dr. Bascom uaed a striking Il- 


lustration. The Good Samaritan in the 
Biblical parable might have been just 
as sorry that he met the man by the 
wayside as were the priest and Levite. 
But he was forced to notice the man'? 
condition, a.nd it would have been 
wicked for him to refuse his aid. So 
we were forced into our present posi- 
tion, and it would be' as wicked for us 
to retire as it would have been for the 
Good Samaritan. 


As to the argument that we were 


forsaking the policy of our fathers, he 
said that no policy 'was good unless it 
was alive to the conditions of the time. 
The conditions have changed wonder- 
fully since the times of our fathers, 
and our policy must meet the new re-' 
quirements. 


Coming to the positive statement of 


his own< position, Dr. Bascnm said he 
believed it to be our duty to hold Cuba 
Porto Klco and the Philippines aa long 
as was necessary for the establishment 
of good home government in 
the 


islands, ^t must be an unselfish policy, 


j since what we do merely for ourselve? 


is not profitable. What we do for the 
good of others reacts to our own good. 


But the Filipinos cannot take care of 


themselves yet, and we have a duty to 
perform. 
He said that he thought 


President McKinley had not been quitt 
BO conciliatory with the Filipinos as 
might have been wise, but our duty was 
In the line of guiding them. 


Finally, he believed In the estab- 


lishment of a proctectorate for all the 
islands concerned. But this nation 
must not Join hands with any other in 
the work. We must avoid any possi- 
bility of an entangling policy. 
The 


work Is to be done, and it Is for the 
nnitfd State* ta to It, and 'to da it 
altna.
